President Taft spoke for nearly an hour 

last night at the Hotel Astor in support 
‘ef the arbitration treaties with Great 
Britain and France, now pending in the 
“nate for ratification. 'He was the guest 
of the Economic Club, and its members 
and other guests, numbering nearly 1,800 
men and women, were aroused to a high 
pitch of enthusiasm by his address. Later 
ie spoke to the New England Society in 
Brooklyn and the Young Men's Republi- 
can Club. 

The President reached the city from 
Washington at 6:85 o'clock, and was 
G@riven from the Pennsylvania Station 
to the home of his brother, Henry W. 
Taft, 86 West Forty-eighth Street. He 

ed .only a few minutes, and then 
‘was driven to the Astor, where the club 
and guests awaited him. He was re- 
ceived with prolonged applause both on 
his appearance in the dining room and 
when with the audience “presented to 


him.” by the toastmaster, John G. Mil- 
burn, President of the club, he arose to 
epeak.

President Taft made a strong plea for 
his treaties. He spoke without manu- 
scrip, and with only a few notes jotted on 
a single slip of paper. He said he realized 
that. international peace, which he hoped 
would come through arbitration treaties, 
had been “ receiving some jolts recently,” 
but hé had, none the less, ‘faith in them. 
He compared war between nations to the 
duel, saying their forefathers did not have 
the saving grace of a sense of humor to 

see the ridiculous side of the duel. But 
—F ordinary matters war was no more 


»- necessary, in his judgment, than the duel 


had been to settle disputes, and he would 


.. ike to see any one show an essential dif- 


ference in the principle involved in the 
‘two. 

He‘declared with much emphasis that 
the Monroe Dpctrine could not be arbi- 
t¥ated because it was a National policy, 
nor could our immigration laws, which he 
called a domestic matter.. But many other 
matters could, and he would like to see 
the pending*treaties- even broader than 
they are. He was the only speaker of the 
evening.

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RAPPOLDS LIVING APART. 


Qpera Singer and Husband: Separated 
Because Their Planes Are Different. 


Mrs. Marie Rappold, one of the leading 
sopranos of the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
Pany, is no longer lNving with her hus- 
band. This fact became known yester- 
day. Her husband, “Dr. J. C. Rappold, 
Jr., & Brooklyn physician, is living with 
his .mother at 750 Flushing Avenue, 
while she and her daughter live in the 
Hendrick Hudson apartments, 110th 
Street and Riverside Drive. Mrs. Rap- 
pold, it is said, has seen her husband 
only twice in severg) months—once just 
before sailing at the close of the last 
opera. season and once since shé has re- 
turned. Dr. Rappold said yesterday: 

** We live in different spheres. My wife’s 
income is many times greater than mine, 
and we cannot live on the same footing 
without the sacrifice of Pride on my 
Part or of a career on the part of my 
wife. I do not go to see her in Man- 
hattan because 1 do not ‘feel comfortable 
there. She has her friends, and they 
are of a different set from mine, and she 
feels the same way when.she is with 
my friends in my surroundings.

Mrs. Rappold was discovered at a sing- 
ing festival given at the Brooklyn Acad- 
emy of Music in the Spring of 1906 in 
celebration of the birth of Schiller.

ANOTHER DUFFY CASE 
AROUSES THE MAYOR 


Writes Police Commissioner Con- 
demning Arrest for Burglary 


of Two Innocent Boys. 


PROVES CONFESSION A FAKE 


Seeks to Restore Reputation of Will- 
lam’ Eagen and Henry Grant and 
Wants High Officials Disciplined. 


A case similar in many respects to the 


famous Duffy boy.case which led to the 
retirement of Police Commissioner Bing- 
ham has called out a letter from Mayor 
Gaynor to Police Commissioner Waldo in 
which the Mayor points out distinctly a 
police abuse and champions the cause of 
a boy named William Eagen, who called 
upon the Mayor with @ complaint of police 
persecution. 
The letter was sent to Commissioner 
Waldo last night. This is it: 
City of- New York, 
Office of the Mayor, 
Dec. 19, 1911. 
Sir: Some months ago I wrote to you 

of the case of the eighteen- -year-old boy, 
William Eagen, who called’ upon me in

Detective 
Barry arrested him in the street near his 
home on Aug. 24 last without a warrant.

The co-respondent is one of the best- 
‘known men in London society. He was

The co-respondent is about five years 
younger. His family is of ancient Tin- 
eage, though the barony he holds is of 
relatively recent creation. One of the 
chief ducal families of Scotland is a de- 
scendant of a younger branch of his 
family, which has played important 
réles in social and political life. The 
present Baron is a direct descendant of 
one of the most famous women in the 
world’s history owing to her relations 
with England's greatest Admiral. 

Every effort is being made to pre- 
serve secrecy about the case, and al- 
though it is understood to be down for 
an early hearing, it has been kept out 
of the ofticial list, and, as there is still 
considered to be some possibility of an 
arrangement being come to, I refrain 
from giving the names at this stage.

BRIDGE COLLAPSES 
UNDER TROLLEY CAR 


Burlington, N. J., Firo Depart- 
ment Called Out to Rescue Pas- 


sengers Plunged Into Creek. 


MOTORMAN SAVES MANY 


He Stops the Car from Being Totally 
Submerged—Two Men Trapped 
Under Water.

BURLINGTON, N. J., Dee. 19,—Eleven 
persons were rescued in boats from a 
trolley car of the Riverside Traction Com- 
pany that crashed through the East Pearl 
Street .bridge over Assiscunk Creek late 
this afternoon. The entire eighty-foot 
iron span carrying trolley, wagon, and 
foot bridge collapsed. 

The cgolness of the motorman, E. H. 
Hunter, wh stuck to his post and applied 
the emergency brakés, kept the big car 
from ‘sliding into midstream, the rear end 
partly resting on the abutment when the 
car settled. 

The wrecked car was one of the largest 
employed in through trolley traffic. For- 
tunately, the eight passengers, the crew 
and a company superintendent were the 
only persons on the car. The rescued 
pasSengers and crew are Miss Ada Dan- 
iels, Burlington; Miss Rebecca Michaels, 
Hedding; Mrs. Eli Hellinger, Florence; 
William Williams, Burlington; Charles 
Camp, Florence; Richard Roe, Burling- 
ton; Dr. William Fitzpatrick, Burlington; 
Macon Ormond, Florence; E. R. Hunter, 
motorman; William Jacoby, conductor; 
Charles Ludlan, traction superintendent. 

In the smoking compartment, pinned 
under wreckage, with only their heads 
above water, Camp and Dr. Fitzpatrick 
were caught in a trap. When Edward 
James and Edward Griffith, employes of 
the Severns Lumber Mills on the ad- 
jacent shore, reached the wreck in a boat 
they cut. with axes through the roof of 
the car at the water line, meanwhile call- 
ing encouragement to the two trapped 
riders, who collapsed from chill and 
shock when finally dragged into the boat. 

Other boat crews chopped away the iron 
window bars that held the three women 
prisoners in the other end of the car. The 
rear of the car remained on the gast 
abuttment of the bridge when the struct- 
ure collapsed, thus preventing the car 
from being entirely submerged. 

Hunter, the motorman, wheén he saw the 
bridge crumble in front of him, put ‘on 
the safety brakes, and this alone prevent- 
ed the car from sliding fully inte the deep 
water of the channel. Hunter was carried 
down with his car, but managed to free 
himself. He swem. to the surface and. 


clung, to.a section of wreckage until res- 
ued : 


A general fire alarm turned in by wit- 
nesses of the accident brought the city 
department. to the scene with ladders to 
aid in the reseve. Employes left the’ mills’ 
and foundries;. and fully 5,000 persons 
were at the scene within ten minutes after 
the crash. 

Reports that two children, seen in the 
centre of the’ bridge just before it col- 
laysed, had been swept into the stream 
could not be verified at a late hour. 

The police heard of several missing chil- 
dren, but all were later found among 
the spectators at the wreck.

ST; PETERSBURG, Dec. 19.—In an 
interview to-night with Tam New York 
TIMEs correspondent in regard to the 


the;|treaty controversy between America 


and Russia, M. Sazonoff, Russian Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, said: 

“The passport question at present 
does not really belong in my sphere. 
Yet I know that the Ministry of the In- 
terior does not contemplate placing 
any difficulties inthe way of American 
business men desiring to visit Russia. 
I must repeat, however, what I have 
already said, Russia can by no means 
grant privileges with regard to pass- 
ports to those Jewish elements that 
emigrated to America as preachers of 
revolutionafy ideas during Russian po- 
litical disorders, and have meanwhile 

citizenship in the 
United States. - 

“Of course, not all American Jews 
are Anarchists, so that practical -ex- 
tension of passport privileges to. Jewish 
citizens of America does not stand out- 
side the sphere of possibility. Yet this 
does not appear the right time to ap- 
proach the question the more that its 
point of gravitation lies in the Russian 
Home Office.” 

At the Ministry of the Interior here 
a leading official said: 

“The passport question, as it af- 
fects foreign Jews in general and 
American Jews in particular, forms 
part of a very involved Jewish ques- 
tion. Its solution cannot take place 
by the simple decision of a Minister of 
State, but only by means of legislation 
by the Duma. 

“ America has put forward this ques- 
tion at a very unfavorable moment. 
With the nationalistic tendency of the 
Russian Duma, which just now is try- 
ing to exclude Jews from military 
service altogethér, a favorable solution 
of the nassport question is not to be 
counted updén. The Ministry of the 
Interior decides upon the applications 
of foreign Jews for permission to visit 
Russia case by case. 

“A solution of the question as Amer- 
ica imagines it {s impossible, since it 
must seriously be feared that not only 
wit! Russian interests suffer by it, 
but also our good relations with Amer- 
fica. A large number of Jewish revolu- 
tionary emigrants would return to Rus- 
sia under the protection of American 
passports and provide multifarious oc- 
easions for incidents between the Rus- 
sian and American Governments. 

“The very desire to entertain good 
relations with the United States of 
America must induce Russia to display 
the greatest carefulness in the pass- 
port question.”

TAFT IGNORED KNOX. 


Sent Notification Just Before Cabinet 
- Meeting, Says Member of Congress. 
Special to The New York Times, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19,—The action of 
President .Taft in notifying the Russian 
Government that the United States de- 
sired to terminate the treaty of 1832 was 
taken entirely on his own responsibility, 
according to-a member of Congress famil- 
iar with the negotiations, who talked 
freely of them to a ‘Times reporter to- 
night. * 
“You will remember,” said this gentle- 
man, ‘‘ that the House voted almost unan- 
fmously’ on Wednesday, the 13th, for the 
Sulzer resolution. That resolution went 
to the Senate the next day, the 14th. On 
the 15th, Friday, Senator Cullom saw the 
President and told him that there was a 
practical unanimity in the Senate on the 
subject, and the resolution would: not only 


postpone action until after the holidays. 
The President that morning of Friday 
himself sent for M. Bahkmetieff,. the 
Russian Ambassador in Washington, who 
came af once to’ the White House and 
had a conference with the President and 
Secretary Knox. 

“ The President told M. Bakhmetieff that 
public opinion on the passport question 
had reached such a volume in the United 
States that it must be reckoned with, He 


said that the time had passed when the 
feeling throughout the country could be 
any longer ignored, and the House having 
Pi the sulzer resolution by a prac- 
ticaily unanimous vote the Senate would 
concur ‘in all probability before the holi- 
day recess. M. metieff did not, as 
reported, protest against the action of 
the House nor concern himself with the 
alleged offensive language or the recitais 
in tne resolution. What ne said was that 
in view of all circumstances -he would ask 
that President ‘taft communicate directiy 
—— is Government and not through 

m. 

‘There were numerous conferences on 
Saturaay between tne President and Sena- 
tors, among them Senators Cuilom, Lodge, 
Root, and Borah, and at some of these 
conferences Secretary Knox was present. 
“These Senators assured the President 
again that the Senate would act and af- 
firmatively before the hodlidays. The 
power of the President to take the initia- 
tive and notify Russia that the treaty 
would be terminated was considered, and 
the Senators took the position that there? 
must be action by Congress. That day a 
cablegram was sent to Ambassaaor Guild 
at’ St. Petersburg asking him if he couid 
not give the President some dssurance of 
a —— on the part of Russia to ne- 
gotiate a new treaty or to modify her 
attitude in the construction that Govern- 
ment puts on the existing treaty. 

“Sunday morning a replly wus receivéd 
by the President trom Mr. Guiid stating 
positively that he had exhausted every 
resource and could afford no promise of 
relief in the strained situation. In. the 
afternoon a mass meeting was held in 
Washington’ and many such meetings in 
other cities, at which prominent speakers 
sustained the action of the House. in 
passing the Sulzer resolution. At the 
meeting in Washington there were several 
Senators and Representatives, who spoke 
strongly against the conduct of Russia in 
dishonoring American citizenship. 

“The President decided to send the 
notice to terminate the treaty. He sent 
for Mr. Knox and Mr. Wickersham and 
consulted with them. They advised 
against the step he proposed for himself. 
Both made strong arguments against it. 
They told Mr. Taft that the action by 
Congress relieved the Executive of all 
embarrassment, that the mussian Govern- 
ment had no right to go past t Presi- 
dent to inquire into the proceedings of 
Congress, and that in notifying the Rus- 
sian Government he did.not, of course, 
send the actual resolution passed, but 
simply as a ministerial act sent a formal 
notification. : 
“Notwithstanding this advice, at 9 
o’clock Sunday night the President sent 
directly from the hite House, not from 
the State Department, as is the preaches, 
a dispatch to Ambassador Guild at St. 
Petersburg, directing him in the language 
which the sident has sent to the 
Senate to notify the Russian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs that this Government de- 
sired to terminate the treaty. Following 
that act the members of the Cabinet. were 
notified that at 10. o’clock ‘or‘fis soon after 
as convenient there would be a Cabinet 
meeting at the Executive Mansion. and 
all the members of the Cabinet in Wash- 
ington assembled to be told for the first 
time that the President had notified 
Russia of the termination of the treaty. 
The meeting was occupied with a brief 
mention of the Tariff Board report and 
the message on the wool schedule, and 
then for an hour or more or the message 
to the Senate in regard to the termination 
of the Russian treaty. 

On Monday at 12 o’clock noon, Green- 
wich time. Ambassador Guild transmitted 
the President's dispatch to the Russian 
Foreign Office, and at 3 o'clock Monday 
afternoon, Greenwich time, Mr. Guild re- 
ceived a polite note from Count Sassanoff, 
the Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
acknowledging formally the receipt of the 
dispatch. ‘Thus, the notification which 
the President in his message to the Sen- 
ate at 2 o’clock that. same afternoon said 
had been given to the Russian Govern- 
ment on Sunddy, the 17th, in pursuance 
of instructions which he had caused the 
Secretary of State to transmit to Ambas- 
sador Guild on the 15th, was actually de- 
livered only seven hours before the Pres- 
ident told the Senate what he had done, 
and the acknowledgment of the notifica- 
tion was not in the hands of Ambassador 
Guild until four hours before the Presi- 
dent’s message to the Senate had been 


read. 
“In all this you will note several sur- 
prising circumstances. In the first place, 
the Presiient ignored the Senate in send- 
ing the notification in advance of any 
action by that body, conceding that that 
method of procedure is constitutional. He 
also ignored the House when he asked the 
Senate to ratify his act in sending the 
notification. The President ignored not 
only his Secretary of State, but the entire 
Cabinet in sending the notification on 
Sunday night, an hour fore he called 
the Cabinet to meet at the Executive 
Mansion. 
“Now, there are a few other consider- 
ations to be kept in mind. M. Bakmatieff 
did not, as was stated, declare that the 
Sulzer resolution, if passed by Congress, 
would be regarded as offensive by Russia. 
He had no right to make such a com- 
aint. and he did not. More than that, 
r. Knox did’ not criticise the language 
of the resolution as passed by the House. 
In: fact, he knew what that language 
would be before the resolution was in- 
troduced, and had no objection to it. In 
fact he furnished to the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee the great bulk of the 
material in the form of concrete cases of 
violation of the treaty by the Russian 
Government, and that material was print- 
ed in the committee’s hearings just as it 
came from the State Department. And it 
was on the advice of Mr. Knox that this 
evidence of ‘violations of the treaty was 
put into the record.”

CASSIDY GOES OUT 
WITH NO WHIMPER 


Queens Boss, Deposed by the 
County Committee, Says 
He’s Still in Politics. 


KNEW HE. WAS. BEATEN 
hes 


And Moved Himself to Make Choice 
‘of Alderman Dujat as Chair- 
man Unanimous. 


Joseph Cassidy, long the Democratic 
boss of Queens County, got the worst 
setback of his life last night when he 
was unceremoniously turned down for re- 
election as Chairman of the Queens Coun- 
ty Democratic Committee by the mem- 
bers of that organization. With this po- 
sition goes the leadership of the Demo- 
cratic Party in the borough, as well as 
enough patronage to make the leader a 
power in local politics. The new Chair- 
man and leader is Alderman Alexander 
Dujat, a friend of Borough President 
Connolly. 

Cassidy, thoroughly whipped, gave up 
without a struggle. A crowd that had 
turned out to see the fun, for it had been 
generally believed that the “King of 
Queens”’ would go down with all colors 
flying, saw nothing but a brief, harmo- 
nious meeting, with Cassidy‘ acquiescing 
in his own downfall. The vote against 
Cassidy was unanimous, for he voted 
with the others against himeelf. 

While Cassidy’s opponents, who have 
waged a long and determined fight 
against him, were jubilant over what they 
consider his utter elimination from Queens 
politics, Cassidy himself got back enough 
of his old-time bravado, after the meet- 
ing, to assert that he is a pretty lively 
corpse. He said that. his elimination as 
Chairman had nothing to do with his get- 
ting out of politics for good. He is still 
in the game, he said. 

“ Very: still,” his opponents asserted. 

To make’ the blow all the more bitter, 
Cassidy was beaten in his own clubhouse, 
the Democratic Club, in Long Island City. 
Out of the forty-five members, only thir- 
ty-six were present, but there wasn't a 
dissenting voice when the name of Alder- 
man Dujat was proposed as Cassidy’s 
successor. 

Cassidy was plainly in an ill-humor 
when he mounted the platform in his 
clubhouse, and with a bang of the gavel 
called the meeting to order. He peered 
through the smoky atmosphere, and asked 


front. Then he called the roll. He read 
the names so fast that half of those 
os did not even respond. Finally the 

cretary, James F. McKenna, annou.¢4 
that thirty-six members were present. 
Cassidy’s fate was presaged by the selec- 
tion of Bernard Suydam of Newtown as 
temporary Chairman. 

When everybody was wondering what 
Cassidy would do next, Alderman Ed- 
ward Brady, who is known as.a Cassidy 
sympathizer, as he voted in the Board of 
Aldermen against Maurice Connolly for 
Borough President, placed in nomination 
for Chairman the name-of Alexander Du- 
jat. The nomination was quickly sec- 
onded by five members, one from each 
ward in Queens. Then Cassidy, with a 
catch in his voice and with the bearin 
of a mourner at a funeral, got up an 
made a short speech, moving. that the 
nomination be made unanimous. 

“I have been Chairman of the Queens 
County’ Democratic Committee for sev- 
eral terms,’” said Cassidy, “‘and I have 
fought for six years for the faction row 
represented here. During all that time 
my interest has been their interest and 
their interests are my interests now. I 
understood that if a candidate acceptable 
to the Borough President was selected as 
Chairman of the Democratic County Com- 
mittee, he would be recognized in the 
distribution of patronage, and I think now 
that it is my duty to do anything that 
will bring about harmony. I therefore 
move that the nomination of Alderman 
Dujat be made tnanimous.”’

The delegates 
then adjourned in order to permit of 
communication with Peking, to extend 
the armistice to the more remote dis- 
tricts so that it shall be complete 
throughout the country, and to provide 
time for careful consideration of the 
principal. questions that are to be de- 
termined. 

The final result of the conference ap- 
pears to depend upon the ability of 
Tang Shao-Yi to persuade or compel 
the Manchus in Peking to submit to the 
decisions that arg reached. The Man- 
chus and eir opponents seem at the

FAMILY HAD A FALLING OUT 


Louls Bustanoby Foreclosed a Mort- 
gage, Which Brought Firm's Dif- 
ficulties to a Crisis. 


Bustanoby Brothers, proprietors of the 
Café des Beaux Arts at Sixth Avenue and 
Fortieth Street’ and the Beaux Arts Ca- 
sino at Huntington, L, I., made an essign- 
ment yesterday fcr the benefit of their 
creditots.

Baylis & Sanborn, attorneys for the 
Bustanobys, made a rough estimate of 
the assets of the corporation as $400,000, 
with liabilities of a trifle more than that 
figure. Most of the assets are bound up 
in the Huntington property, in which the 
firm put over $400,000, and on which there 
is a mortgage of $260,000. The Hunting- 
ton restaurant is now closed, as it always 
is in the Winter.

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Lawyer Passes Away at His 
Gramercy Park Home. 


HIS: EVENTFUL 


Busily Engaged for the Last Few 
Years with His Literary Work— 
His Service to the Country. 


John Bigelow, venerable man of let- 
ters, diplomatist, and lawyer, died yes- 
terday morning at his home, 21 Gramercy 
Park, at the age of ninety-four. At his 
bedside were five of his six children and 


in which he died was the same old-fash- 
ioned four poster in which hts wife died 
thirty years ago. = 

Although Mr. Bigelow’s death had been 
foreseen for several months, he was .con- 
fined to his room for hardly more than 
a week. The immediate cause of death 
Was an ailment of the bladder, due to his 
advanced age. He overtaxed himself at the 
opening of the Public Library last Sum- 
mer, on which occasion he had made an 
address, and he became more and more 
feeble from that time onward. ; 

When Mr. Bigelow ce:ebrated his ninety- 
fourth birthday on Nov. 25, he did not 
receive quite as many friends as in the 
past, and did not feel strong enough to 
give one of the pleasant reminiscent in- 
terviews to hewspaper representatives 
as he had done regularly every year. for 
a long period. However, he recéived’ An- 
drew Carnegie, eighteen years his junior 
and an intimate friend. When Mr. Car- 
negie went up to the third floor of Mr. 
Bigelow’s Gramercy Park home on that 
occasion’ he found him sitting in his li- 
brary béfore an open fire. 


His Young Friend Carnegie. 


“Hello, my young friend; my legs are 
not as strong as yours, so you must ex- 
cuse my not rising,’”’ was the cheerful 
greeting Mr.-Carnegie received. The two 
friends chatted about international arbi- 
tration and.other subjects of mutual in- 
terest for almost. an hour. Reporters 


called at Mr. Carnegie’s house yesterday, 
knowing that he would be only too willing 
to give them an expression of opinion 
regarding his dead friend’s unusual char- 
acter and career, But Mr. Carnegie was 
in Pittsburgh. . ; 

The veteran publicist was conscious al- 
most up to'his last moments, according 
to.his eldest son, Major John Bigelow, Jr., 
and until ¢he last few weeks of his ‘ill- 
ness préserved the remarkable intellectual 
vigor which was one of his chief charac- 
teristics. He left enough data and notes 
to add materially to the “‘ Retrospectives 
of an Active Life,’ which he has for the 
last year or s0 been. writing. . 

Mr. Bigelow died at just’8 o'clock in the 
morning. He is said to have suffered 
considerable n ‘until a short time be- 
fore his death,’ but, according to Major 
Bigelow, hé died peacefully, as if falling 
into deep sleep. At his bedside were Miss 
Grace ~ Bigelow, Mr. Bigelow's eldest 
daughter; Major John Bigelow, Jr., his 
eldest son; Poultney Bigelow, Mrs. Annie 
Bigelow Harding, wife of Butler K. Hard- 
ing; Mrs. . B. Tracy—five of his six 
children—and Miss Charlotte Harding, his 
granddaughter. Mrs. Lionel Guest, his 
other daughter, is abroad. . Dr. Milton 
Powell was in attendance on Mr, Bigelow 
during his illness? .

“He was:alivé to the encroachment of

can Academy of Arts and Letters, like 
that of John Hay, was deep and constant, 
though naturally he could give -to it, in 
its —— period, less energy than 
sympathy. e was for’ two years Chair- 
man of its Executive Committee and had 
much at heart. its object of upholding 
the standards of the creative arts and 
increasing the solidarity of their workers. 
““Who that was of the audience can 
forget his venerable and noble presence 
last year at the public meeting of the 
Academy and Institute at the New Thea- 
tre, when the house paid him the unique 
compliment of rising when he came for- 
ward to read his reminiscences of the 
elder Dumas, and again when he left the 
desk? His genial and scholarly wit and 
his wise counsel will be greatly missed by 
his associates of these two organizations, 
whom he inspired with both respect an 
affection.” 
His Long Career, 


Mr. Bigelow was Minister‘to France 
during the Presidency of Abraham Lin- 
coln and the reign of Napoleon III. Al- 
though in hfS ninety-fifth year at the 
time of his death, he had continued his 
almost yearly visits to the country which 


has since become a sister republic. Short- 
ly..before his death he made. one of his 
frequent pilgrimages to Paris, which had 
become so dear to him in the past. ‘While 
there he always made it a point to 
as many as- possible of the old landmar 
inisterial days. 
John Bigelow came from one of the 
oldest of the New England families. Tne 
ancestor of the American. Bigelows was 
an Englishman who settled in  Water- 
town, Mass., in 1442. Joshua, a son of the 
ioneer, was a soldier in King Philip's 
war, and for’ valiant service was the re- 
Gent of a large tract of land near 
estminster, R. 1. The descendant, John 
Bigelow, was born at Malden, N. Y., on 
Nov, 25, 1817. 

Graduated from Union Coll 
he, in. the same year, ente the law of- 
tice of Bushnell & Gaul at Hudson, N. ¥., 
but soon removed to New York City, 
where he entered the office of ee late

In 1860 he sold his interest in the paper 
to Parke Godwin, and in August, 1 * 
at the request of President Lincoln, ac- 
cepted the.-American Consulate to Pdris, 
end during his incumbency wrote “ Les 
Etats Unis d’Amérique en 1863,”’ his pur- 
Pose being to correct the erroneous no- 
tions of the French people in regard to 
the relative commercial importance of 
the Northern and Southern States.

Secretary of the commission, would state ' 
what they found objectionable in the 
designs submitted to them. 

Andrew C. Mckenzie, senior member of 
the firm of architects which drew the 

lans, said that one of the objections of 

r. Stokes was that the design called for 
a ue and a dome somewhat similar to 
the déme of the present Borough Hall. 
Two domes coming so near together were 
held to -be contrary to the artistic group- 
ing of the buildings. Another fault found 
|was that there were columns in every 
room of the proposcd building. 

The other members of the sub-commit- 
tee which threw out the plans are Jonn 
Bogart and R. T. H. Halsey. Mr. Bogart 
is an engineer and Mr. Halsey is an art 
critic. It is the custom, in the commis- 
sion’s judgments, to rely on the decisions 
of the members, according to their pro- 
fessions, and as the question is one of 
architecture it is to Mr. Stokes that the 
architects of the proposed building looked 
for explanation for the disapproval of 
their plans. : 

Mr. McKenzie stated last night to a 
TIMES reporter that he thought a hearing 
before the commission would enable him 
to compromise with it an@to change his 
plans to gain its approval. He had not 

een able to find out exactly what they 
had objected to and whether the faults 
were held to be serious or easily remedied. 

Some members of the commission were 
inclined to refuse to consider plans for 
the Brooklyn Municipal Building because 
of. the repeated plans that had been 
drawn.

Immigration Inspectors went on board 
and told a man who said he was George 
A. Ludgate, a native-born American citi- 
gen, that he would have te go to Bilis 
Island and prove,that citizenship. Lud- 
gate has also gone under the name of 
William Johnson, the Ellis Island authori- | 
tics say. They also say that he speaks 
with an accent that sugests London. He 
has no papers with him to prove that he 
is an American citizen. 

“The man arrived in the custody of a 
British itmmigration official who crossed 
‘with him to see that the British law re- 
specting undesirables was complied with, 
and that he was landed in New York. A 
few weeks o Ludgate sailed from New

Tschaikowsky, like other Russians, was 
a devotee of dancing, and Begichev, then 
stave director of the Opera at Moscow, 
proposed to him that he write a ballet.

THE STANDING SPECTATORS. 

The protest of the Citizens’ Union 
against the pending ordinance permit- 
ting spectators to stand in theatres is 
justified by the danger of panjc in 
overcrowded houses. ‘The ordinance 
provides that persons may stand back 
of the seats, but not in the passage- 
Experience has shown that it is 
impossible to keep the. standing crowd 
away from the tops of the aisles and 
that the gangways are blocked when- 
ever there is a crowd of standing per- 
sons. In a few of the larger theatres 
much danger is not to be- -apprehended. 
But most of our theatres are small, and 
there is little space back of the seats, 
even in the parquet. 
applies to all show places, including the 
moving-picture halls, and we under- 
stand that it lacks the approval of the 
Building and Fire Departments. 
The Mayor, it is said, will require the 
amendment of the ordinance before he 
signs it, but it might be better to with- 
hold permission to sell seats entitling 





the purchaser to stand. The possibie 


loss to theatre managers, Which would 
be small, is not to be considered, if it is 
good public policy to exclude standing 
spectators. A few men who are always 
anxious to see the much talked of new 
plays as early as possible, so that they, 
too, may talk of them, are willing to 
stand through a performance rather 
than wait until a seat can be bought. 
But probably a .good many of the 
standing spectators are deadheads. On 
the whole, we can see no good reason 
why the ordinance should have been 
passed by the Aldermen. We do not 
believe that many of the prominent 
theatre managers are much concerned 
about the matter.

Beeause of the bad record of the 
Democratic Assembly, the people last 
Fall elected a Republican majority to 
succeed it.

MAETERLINCK AND MUSIC. 

MAvuRice\ MABTERLINCK inspires mu- 
sicians, or at least inflwerices the com- 
Position of music. CnaAupp DmsBussy’s 
greatest fame rests on his musical set- 
ting of “ Pelléas et Mé@lisande.” The 
prejudices of such benighted persons as 
do not regard that work as musical are 
not to be considered in relation to M. 
MAEXTSERLINCK's statement to the Paris 
correspondent of THz New Yor« Times 
that he does not care for music. Mas- 
TERLINCK is not discriminating against 
the “advanced” composers. All music 
seems to sound alike to him. DyKas 
and Desussy are no more, or less, to 
him than Mozart and Rossini. 

It seems strange, for much of the 
prose of MAETERLINCK has a lyrical 
quality, while so many of his dramas 
suggest music. But it is not a new 
thing. Byron was master of the lyric 
in poetry, but it was a common saying 
in his time that he had no ear for 
music. Dr. JOHNSON wrote verse and 
considered music mere noise. SouTHEY 
positively disliked music, as much as 
BurkKp and Fox. M. MAETERLINCK’S 
blunt definition of music as ‘‘ unneces- 
sary noise” will gratify many estima- 
ble gentlemen of some culture to whom 
attendance at the opera and an occa- 
sional recital or symphony concert is a 
painful social duty. There’ are more 
people than we ever know. of who cor- 
dially detest music, though they must 
endure it.. Yet no truth can be plainer 
thai that a perfect man should have a 
perfect comprehension of music and 2 
liking for it. It is one of the noblest 
gifts the human race possesses, and the 
person who does not like music is sadly 
deficient and ‘to be pitied.

THE HAWKE-OLYMPIC COLLISION. 

The British cruiser Hawke having 
rammed the Olympic in the stern quar- 
ter, the Admiralty Court decides that 
the Hawke was not. the overtaking 
stedmship, afid hence that the Olympic 
was not entitled to the privileges of 
the leading ship. “The courses of the 

vessels were rather crossing than 
parallel, and the Olympic was to 
blame for the manner ‘in which she 
came into the path to which the Hawke 
was entitled. However, the Olympic 
need not pay for the damages to his 
Majesty's cruiser, since the fault was 
the pilot’s, and the pilot was employed 
by compulsion of law. This exonerates 
the Captain: Many would have lament- 
efi if his unblemished career had been 
closed by misadventure. 

On the other hand the commander ot 
thé Hawke is exonerated also. The 
cruiser did not steer into the Olympic 
when she falled to allow the room, she 
might. The Hawke did not shift her 
helm at all, but was drawn into the 
Olympic by the rushing together of the 
walls of water separated by her pas- 
sage on her course. In legal effect the 
véssel which had .a hole Punched in 
her stern was the overtaking vessel,

sion of medicine demands of its members 
that they have and cxercise a reasonable 
amount of business sense. From the time 
of HippocRaTms, howeyer, and doubtless 
longer, it has been deemed essential alte 
to the dignity and the real success of 
doctors that’they should. magnify «the 
professional side of their work and mini- 
mize the mercenary element: in ‘their deal- 
ings with their patients. — 

Hence the ethical codes, ancient and 
modern, with their invariable tnsistence 
on the duty of the doctor to think about 
his fees as little as possible, to give his 
best services to rich and poor alike, to 
cultiyate modesty in the assertion of his 
ability, and, in these later days, to refrain 
from thg> advertising which, were he 
merely a’ man with something to sell, 
would be entirely legitimate. Naturally 
there have always been doctors who have 
been restive under these restfictions. Not} 
a few have broken away from them and 
deliberate!y made themselves outlaws in 
the eyes of their more 4Geélicate or more 
docile brothers. 

Thesé rebels have had their rowel 
and not infrequently it has been large 
enough to excite the envy of many a 
doctor for whom observance of the code 
rules has meant years of poverty and 
hardship. It is a notable fact, however, } 
that not one of the outlaws ever made.a 
great name in medicine, and not even tg 
the best of them has humanity ever been 
forced to acknowledge any large debt. 

Hence is it that while one cannot deny 
the common sense displayed in the advice 
given to his colleagues by Dr. R: LincoLn 
GRAHAM, and while his openly expressed 
desire to put medicine on a sounder busi- 
ness basis is comprehensible enough; one 
still has the feeling that he is somehow 
wrong. His plea for the right to do open- 
ly and honestly what seme doctors do in 
secret, tricky ways in the matter of ad- 
vertising ignoyes the true remedy_for the 
vices he denounces. Acts done openly 
and honestly are not for that reason nec- 
essarily commendable 

And Dr. GRAHAM tells his professional 
brothers never to explain—that they are 
paid for wisdom, not for instruction. 
That is certainly a mistaken pelicy, ex- 
cept perhaps with patients unintelligent 
as well as ignorant, and the doctor who 
followed it consistently would have to 
declare himself against all forms of pre- 
ventive medicine on the ground that 
they are sure in the end to decrease 
medical business and médical profits.

An ancient difficulty, 
greater in theory than 
at Odds in practice, fortunately, 
is that of a-clear and 

with Logic. fixed line between tale 
bearing and the reporting in proper quar- 
ters of evil-or dangerous acts committed 
by another. The Railway Age Gazette 
says that a Lackawanna official recently 
had trouble in making quite clear to his 
employés just what he wanted and ex- 
pected of them when they saw one of 
their number doing what he should not 
or failing to do what he should, and thus 
endangering the safety of himself and 
others. The.man, for instance, who is in 
the habit of jumping on the front foot- 
board of a locomotive coming toward him 
risks his own life and sets a bad exam- 
ple for younger yardmen. The Superin- 
tendent ought to be informed of this con- 
duct, but the motive for carrying the tale, 
said the official, should not be that of 
getting the’ careless fellow into trouble— 
it should be that of promoting the safety 
of the whole force. 

That is an excellent rule. The deter- 
mination of motives, however, is the 
hardest of tasks, and the man who made 
a practice of guarding the safety of the 
whole force in. that particular way would 
be more than likely to become an object 
of hatred and contempt. Not improba- 
bly his own safety, after his. heavy-hand- 
ed associates learned of his method of 
increasing theirs, would be considerably 
decreased. 

The same problem arises in all the rela- 
tions af life. Always is it perfectly easy 
to figure out the duty as well as the 
right to reveal the misconduct of a 
brother who will not. yield to private 
admonition, but always does the revela- 
tion, except when done in the perform- 
ance of a formal, distinct, and recognized 
task, have more.or less the appearance 
of treachery and betrayal. The often- 
reprehended “ schoolboy honor '’—which is 
by no means confined to schools or boys 
—can be proved by anybody to be a log~- 
ical absurdity, but universal instinct de- 
fies the logic of the case and has a high 
opinion of him who suffers assorted mar- 
tyrdoms rather than make disclosures 
that bring punishment, no matter how 
well deserved. 

Of course. there are limits, for school- 
boys, where the condonation or com- 
mendation of concealment ceases. Even 
in the case of policemen they probably 
exist, though more than once there have 
been indications that they do not Ile this 
side of murder, For his information 
about the rashnesses and milder careless- 
ness of his mien the Lackawanna offi- 
cial will probably have to trust to his 
yard bosses and his detéctives. Their re- 
ports to him will not be resented.

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Dull Trading adie Holiday. 
’ Action by. the Governing Committee of

Steady Cotton Movement. 
Observers of the cotton market point to 
the steadiness, with which the staple has 
moved in*o sight as a measure of the 
Srowing ability of the planter to take care 
of himself. The week-to-week figures of 
cotton coming into sight since the first 
full tideof cotton began to reach the 
markets, have ranged between 625,000 and 
680,000 bales, with none of the heavy 
bulges which have marked the advance 
of the ginning season in past years. The 
planters have had to make some sacrifices 
to hold their cotton back. The critical 
time, when fresh funds or fresh credit 
will be imperative, is still ahead. This 
phase of the planters’ situation is reflect- 
ed in the weakness of the January and 
March options.

Statistical Faux Pas. 


If any one ever works out a system for 
automatically fixing the value of secur- 
ities, thus doing away with differences of 
opinion, the Stock Exchange will close its 
doors, and people who want to invest 
their money will only need to put it into 
an envelope and send it to the nearest 
bank to be exchanged for its equivalent 
in shares or bonds. The results achieved 
by a rather ambitious attempt of a finan- 
ciAl publication to work out a table of 
actual values. shows how futile any effort 
of this kind is under existing conditions. 
In this compilation, Baltimore & Ohio’s 
stock, which has been selling at 103, has 


been credited with a real value of 70. An 


objection to the effect ‘that this is ob- 
viously too low a price for a standard 
road paying 6 per cent. dividends is now 
met by the naive explanation that if the 
reader considers Baltimore & Ohio as a 
soft-coal road it is only! worth $70 a 
share, but if he classes it as an 
Mastern trunk line it is. worth $100. 
Stockholders who look upon B. & O. as a 
member of the Eastern group and who 
believe in this system of arriving at val- 
ues should be content: with their invest- 
ment, but the plight of those who have 
been accustomed to regard it as a coal 
road is pitiful. It is fortunate for them 
that there are investors who are careless 
in their definition of a road’s character 
so long as it is a substantial dividend 
payer. * 
Buying on a “ System.” 
At one time or another nearly everyone 
who follows price *movements has heen 
tempted to listen to the theorist who has 
solved the secret of price changes. By/c 
locking himself in a room with a corpora- 
tion manual, a newspaper file, and plenty 
of draughting paper almost any amateur 
statistician can formulate a chart which 
will show the inevitable movement of 
prices on the Stock Exchange for the next 
fifty years. Occasionally the chartog- 
rapher deludes hiniself so thoroughly that 
he is willing to.put his own money into 
stocks to demonstrate the value of his 
theory, but as a rule he prefers to sell 
the chart to some one else to experiment 
with. The trouble with the chart player 
is that he works out his forecast without 
— for the “x” in the equation. 
And “x,” the unknown quantity, is al- 
ways present in stock market operations.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Protests for Allowance of Decayed 
Frult Must Be Filed on Time. 

In. overruling a contention raised by 

John A. Conkey, the Board of United 


States General Appraisers yesterday 
handed down a decision of importance to 
importers of fruit. The decision relates 
to decay of merchandise of this ee 
acter in transit. Judge Somerville ho 
that where a claim is made by —3 
of an importer for shortage or non-im- 
poe caused by decay in imported 
ruit, the proof to ascer such decay 
is required to be * th the Col- 
lector of Customs within ten days after 
the landing of the merchandise. 
Where no such proof jis lodged and no 
complaint made, the board will not allow 
any evidence to be introduced challenging 
the retarn by the Appraiser as made > 
der the’ regulations of the mecretaty 
the Treasury. In all cases, it is he 
failure to comply with the Secretary's 
regulations is fatal to any claim for re- 
covery of duties. It seems from the case 
at bar, which acts as a test case under 
the Tariff act of 1900, the examiner re- 
ported that he did not find any decayed 
or damaged fruit in the shipments com- 
plained of, although he was on the dock 
each day that the fruit remained there. 
The importer, on the other hand, al- 
leged that a portion.of the merchandise 
was decayed to such an extent as to con- 
stitute a non-importation, and that, in 
any event, allowance should be made in 
the assessment of duties for the deprecia- 
tion in the value of the goeds by reason 
of the decay, and for all logs, even if the 
merchandise was not wholly —— 
udge Somerville finds aqeine he 
claims on the grounds that the a. 
was not filed in time and that the Treas- 
ury rules were not followed.
